Berlin, Oct. 15.—German victories in the Artois and the Champagne regions were announced 


today by the war office. Near Varmelles the British were again driven out of the German positions. 


Announcement also was made that Bulgarian first army, attacking over the eastern frontier 


of Serbia, had taken possession of several positions. 


The capture of the Serbian town of Pozarevac, about twelve miles south of Semendria, was 


reported today by the war office. Elsewhere on this front the Serbians have been driven back fur- 
ther with the loss of three guns. 


Paris, Oct. 13.—Losses of the Austro-German forces on thenorthern front in Serbia 
have 


totalled 20,000 killed and 40,000 wounded, according to the latest reports received at Serbian head- 
quarters in Nish, says a dispatch from Nish to the Temps.
